The Examiner then turned to the Amendment of July 8, 
2003, and perhaps examined claim 8 of that Amendment, but 
evidentally claims 9 and 10 of that Amendment, and noting the gap 
between claims 10 and 13 in that Amendment, renumbered claims 13 
and 14 as claims 11 and 12, respectively. Actually, the 
Amendment of July 8, 2003, did not recite all of the claims in 
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the application, because such requirement had not yet gone into 
effect. 

For simplicity, therefore, we attach to the present Request, 
the actual claims that should" be examined, and ask for an action 
on the merits of these claims and the setting of a new period for 
response .
